New York—The problems of an honest, legitimate leader of organized 


labor bespeak the most tolerant consideration, but there are some issues 
on which a man so placed must take a stand or accuse himself of incom- 
petence or civic immorality. There are union problems which cease to he 
private affairs of private organizations and beome matters of public in- 
terest 


William Green was confronted last summer with an 


attempt of the so-called stage hands' union, officially 
known as the International Alliance of Theatrical 
State Employes and Moving Picture Operators, to 
kidnap the actors' unions. Green stalled when honest 
leadership called for a thorough investigation and a 
decision. So the fight went to a showdown, in which 
the actors won. 


They won, but only by a show of force and threats 


to publicize the methods of the stage hands' union and 
the vicious character of its powerful Hollywood boss, 
Willie Bioff, the Chicago vicemonger. They did nc-t 
have positive proof of BiofTs conviction, nor is it 
likely that they even suspected that he still owed all 
but eight days of a sentence of six months for pan- 
dering.

THE SANTA CLAUS AT MADISON 
Developments in the 1939 session of 


the legislature and discussions of those 
events Since adjournment suggests that it 
is time that the people of the state take 
stock of an important trend in govern- 
mental financing which has become con- 
spicuous in recent years, and to determine 
whether that trend is as advantageous as 
it seems on the surface to be. 


It is time that we examined carefully 


"" and honestly how far Wisconsin cares to 


go in the subterfuge of state "gifts" to 
local divisions of government, the city, 
count}-, township, and school district, 
"gifts"' which must be raised by general 
taxation just as surely as the mayor's 
salary or the high school band uniforms. 


A fact which seems not to be generally 


recognized is that the several thousand lo- 
cal units of government in 
"Wisconsin 


spend a great deal of money for which 
their officers are not wholly and directly 
responsible to their constituents. 
The 


amount represents ""state aids". It is a fact 


- not sufficiently realized by many persons 


that the state government annually sends 


- to the city halls and the county court- 


Louses of Wisconsin a sum of money con- 
siderably greater than that which is re- 
tained to operate its own far-flung ser- 
vices. 


It is a part of a system of govern- 


ment financing which grew up gradually 
and subtly in the last few decades. Prob- 
ably the blame or the credit for its origin 
can be given to Washington, which dur- 


- ing the present century has slowly but 


decisively 
invaded 
state 
sovereignty 


through the unfailing power of the purse. 


' Large grants of money beckoned alluring- 


ly to state governments which succumbed 
to the persuasion and successively sur- 
rendered important realms of state power 


- in their anxiety to grasp the preferred 


funds. 
, 
Under slightly different circumstances 


the state has repeated, the practice in its 
relations with its local government sub- 


t divisions. 
Here, however, it generally 


turned out that the state legislature foist- 
ed, extra duties and functions upon local 
governments, and the latter invariably 
turned up at the next session of the leg- 
islature to demand financial aid in carry- 
ing them out. The state legislature, bow- 
ing to the political power of thousands 
of local officials and politicians, handed 
out large sums to them, but tied to them 
strings of the same color which Washing- 
ton attaches to its gifts. 


Thus we find that in Wisconsin the 


amount of common school aid distributed 
to local units of government has increased 
almost 100 per cent in six years. Relief 
aid from Madison has risen about 500 per 


- cent in the same period, while the amount 


of Madison money sent to local officers 
during the last six year period for all pur- 
poses has grown from $30,000,000 to about 
§60,000,000 a year. 


Citizens might well begin to wonder 


about the ultimate result of this trend. 
They may wonder, for example, if car- 
ried out to its logical conclusion state fi- 
nancing of local activities may not ulti- 
mately remove the excuse for such local 
government. They may question whether 
local officials accustomed to receiving 
ever bigger checks from Madison may not 
spend a little less carefully than if they 
•were responsible for meeting their ex- 
penses out of their local tax rolls, tribute 
collected from the property of their 
neighbors and constituents. 
They may 


ask whether they v.-ant the state con- 
stantly offering financial inducements, but 
just as consistently applying conditions to 
its gifts, giving instructions which some- 
tunes run counter to local judgment and 
desires, as to the manner of their disburse- 
ment They may also ask if the perpetual 
assurance of property tax reduction—un- 
laiJingly offered as the reason for increas- 
ing state 
aids—is ever 
going to be 


achieved.

Elderly people are not usually given to 


But there are some disturbing 
wires from California to the effect that the 
oldsters there are sharpening their toma- 
hawks and starting after Governor Olson's 
scalp. 


The claim is that when Mr. Olson ran 


for governor, he dripped sweetness to 
those over sixty by many promises relat- 
ing to the support that he could give 
their Ham-and-Egg plan from the guber- 
natorial mansion but after his election, he 
sang out of the other coiner of his mouth. 
.We are astonished that the oldsters should 


take exception to a governor violating his 
word. 


A governor in Texas jollied the old- 


sters. A governor in North Dakota kid- 
ded them. A governor in Wisconsin didn't 
lack blarney either. But to the governor 
of California went the blue ribbon, it is 
claimed, for direct and specific promise of 
support to the harebrained scheme of $30- 
every-Thursday. 


We counsel strongly against recalling 


a governor merely because of a broken 
promise. What are we coming to in this 
country if a man selling himself for gov- 
ernor cannot resort to the same methods 
employed by horse salesmen who had 
animals with the heaves and wanted to 
be rid of them? 


Rather than turn in anger upon their 


governor, the oldsters out in California 
would do well to pay attention to an ad- 
vertisement recently appearing in their 
local papers, telling about "A strange man 
in Los Angeles," known among his friends 
?.* "Th« Yo;e« "f T-vo Worlds", one v/hom 
Pegler must have missed, and who is will- 
ing to reveal one of the most flabber- 
gasting systems that was ever unearthed 
on this sphere. 


According to the advertisement this 


man started exploring the mysteries of 
murderous Tibet, and discovered 
some 


rare things over there, so unique and so 
mystifying he scarcely dares mention 
them out loud. But the upshot of it all 
^is, as we interpret his ghostly words, that 
it is hardly necessary for a man to die at 
all, not if he gets in touch with this gen- 
tleman out at Los Angeles and comes to 
understand the eternal life to be found in 
"magnetic personality". 


The California oldsters,

think, will find a greater future with this 
wizard who has just returned from Tibet 
than squandering their energies berating 
a governor who seemingly promised some- 
thing to every minority in order to add 
up a majority.

A few weeks ago readers of this news- 


paper were shocked, we hope, to read a 
dispatch from.Mosinee in northern Wis- 
consin which quoted Assemblyman An- 
thony Gruszka of Marathon county as tell- 
ing his home-folks that a lobbyist had 
offered him $200 in cash in consideration 
of his vote on a bill to reorganize the pub- 
lic service commission. 


The Dane county district attorney very 


properly invited Mr. Gruszka to tell him 
about the incident, and Mr. Gruszka, amid 
general approbation, promised to comply 
as soon as he 
ended his honey-moon. 


Later it seemed that his anxiety that the 
corrupt practices laws be enforced waned 
slightly, for he was brought to Madison 
under the power of a subpena. And then 
it appeared that Mr. Gruszka couldn't re- 
member much of what really happened, 
with the result that the judge and prose- 
cutor, more than a little disgusted, dis- 
missed the whole business. 


Now comes the transcript of the John 


Doe testimony given by that member of 
the legislature, presumably a responsible 
state officer, on the activities surrounding 
the last session. It contained statements 
that should make us sit up and take an- 
other good .long look.

In 1936 Hitler and Mussolini, fresh 


from Rhineland and Ethiopian vic- 
tories, joined forces and invaded 
Spain in order to make the world 
safe for Christianity. The fact that 
they had the Moors as partners has 
failed to seep through the skulls 
of the more gullible. Through the 
farce of. non-intervention, England 
and France assured the eventual 
triumph of fascism in Spain. Why 
this double crossing of Republican 
Spain? For this simple reason that 
the British and French ruling class- 
es placed their interests above those 
of the nation. 


After the fall of Spain, the tem- 


po increased. Austria was swallowed 
in the spring of 1938; in September 
Chamberlain and Daladier betrayed 
Munich; in the spring of 1939 Hitler 
took the rest of Czecho-Slovakia; 
and Mussolini's brave "volunteers" 
gained a great victory over the Al- 
banians. 


Not even these fascist triumphs 


shook the British composure. Bom- 
bastic talk permeated the air, but 
Hitler and Mussolini had been as- 
sured that this chatter was for 
home consumption only. 
Finally 


came the invasion of Poland, and 
once again the French and British 
filled the air with verbal bombs. 
They fiddled for three days while 
the Poles tried to resist the Nazi i 
steam-roller. Finally, with a tear in 
his throat, Chamberlain decided he 
must give aid to the Poles. But his 
record is not one that can make a 
person believe other than that he 
dallied in the hope that a German 
fait accompli would alleviate the 
need for making a decision.

glance at the North hand, that the 
blame for failing to reach a grand 
slam must be placed solely on North. 


a hand containing four and 


one-half honor tricks the only diffi- 
culty North tad to overcome was 
to keep from fainting when his 
partner opened with a two-bid. I 
have no doubt that North felt that 
lie bid Ms hand very strongly, first 
by jumping to four clubs, then by 
showing the higher ranking heart 
suit, and finally by giving a pref- 
erence for diamonds. But "strong 
•bidding" is, after all, only a relative 
term. The precise degree of strength 
conveyed by certain bids is often 
difficult to determine, and in cases 
such as this a negative process of 
reasoning is much more to the 
point After the two spade bid was 
confirmed by South's announcement 
of a second suit, and finally by the 
Jump from five diamonds to six 
spades, North simply should have 
asked himself one question: "Can 
there be any losing tricks in these 
combined hands?" The greatest pes- 
simism. would have produced the 
correct answer: "No." 


Had I been sitting North in this 


deal, and heard South's bidding, I 
•would have been willing to wager 
that not merely 13 tricks would be 
available, but that we would have 
three or four tricks to spare. As a 
matter of fact, South overbid, par- 
ticularly when he jumped from five 
diamonds to six spades. To justify 
that bid and Ms previous bidding 
he should have had an absolutely 
solid- spade suit. Even that would 
not be enough, considering that he 
could have only one ace. He also 
•would need a solid diamond suit, 
missing the ace and, in addition, at 
least the heart king. Thus, since 
from North's point of view there 
were four suits that could pro- 
duce anywhere from four to seven 
no trump. Then it would not be 
necessary to rely on any one par- 
ticular trump suit, nor to risk very 
freaky adverse distribution, with the 
possibility that an opening lead 
might be ruffed.

The story of Adolf «Hitler is told 


in a leaflet recently prepared for 
readers of our column. The leaflet 
Is called "Background of the Euro- 
pean War," and takes up the his- 
tory of Europe since Armistice Day 
in 1918. 


Here are some of the paragraphs 


about Hitler: 


Millions of Germans tried with 


all their hearts to make the Ger- 
man republic a success. Hitler 
cared little, if anything, about the 
republic. What he wanted was 
power, to build a German nation 
larger and stronger than had been 
known before. 


Munich was the place where Hit- 


ler set to work. He talked before 
small groups, then before crowds. 


In 1919 he helped form the Ger- 


man Workers* party, and in less 
than a year he had charge of it. 
In 1921 he changed the name to 
the National Socialist party. He 
was a bitter enemy of the real So- 
cialist party, but-believed the name 
would help him win followers. 
Members of Hitlers party were 
known as "Nazis," pronounced "not- 
sees." 


"Mein Kampf" was Hitler's story 


of why he believed as .he did. The 
volume became a kind of "cam- 
paign text-book," also something 
in the nature of a new "German 
Bible." 


From the first Hitler tried to do 


two things — to make the public 
more angry about; the treaty of 
Versailles, and to spur them to 
hatred of the Jews. With this two- 
edged sword, he fought the enemy 
and won votes. 


Hitler also built up an army of 


a sort. The members came to be 
called "Brown Shirts" or "Storm 
Troopers." From time to time, the 
Storm Troopers took part in fist 
fights; they also carried on street 
fighting with rifles and revolvers. 
Their special enemies were Jews. 
Marxists, ^Socialists and Commu- 
nists. 


The business slump which start- 


ed in 1929 gave Hitler his greatest 
help. Hundreds of thousands of 
Germans lost their jobs. "It's the 
Jews and the Marxists," said Hit- 
ler, "who are to blame for your 
troubles," and there were many 
people who believed his words. 


In 1930 the Nazis polled about 


6.500,000 votes. This did not give 
them full power in the German 
Reichstag, but they elected 107 
members. 


The leaflet contains later facts 


about Hitler," also notes about the 
League of Nations,, and about Mus- 
solini and Ethiopia. There also are 
facts about Poland.
